tn..the communication sent to the 


touse' on the 29th nit., returning with- 
•iont-my-approval the bill entitled "Ah 
•act making appropriations for the sup- 
port of the army for the support of 
the army for the fiscal vear ending 
June 30th, 18SO, and for", other pur- 
poses," I endeavored to show by quo- 
tations from the statutes now in force 
and by a brief statement, of facts in 
regard to recent elections in several 
states, that no additional legislation 
was necessary to prevent interference 
with elections by the military and 
naval forces of the • United States. 
The fact was presented in that com- 
munication that at the time of the 
passage of the act of June 18th, 1878, 
in relation to the employment of the 
army as a posse cymmitatus or other- 
. wise, it was maintained by its friends 
. that it would establish the vital and 


fundamental principle which would 
•secure to the peopleproteetion against 
a standing army. The fact was also 
referred to that, since the passage of 
• this act congressional, state and mu- 
nicipal . elections 
have . been held 


throughout the union and that in no 
instance has complaint been made 
of the presence.of United States rol- 
diers "at the polls. 
Holding as I do 


the opinion that any military inter- 
ference whatever at the polls is con- 
trary to the spirit of our constitution, 
and would tend to destroy the free- 
dom of elections, and sincerely desir- 
ing to concur with congress in all of 
its measures, it is with great regret 
- that I am forced to the conclusion 
that the bill before me is not only un- 
necessary to prcventsuch interference, 
but is a dangerous departure from 
long.settled and important constitu- 
tional principles. The true rule as 
to the employment of military force 
at elections is not doubtful. ' No 
intimidation or coercion should he al- 
lowed to control or influence citizens 
in the exercise of their right to vote, 
whether it appears in the shaps of a

In 1795 this provsion was substan- 


tially re-enacted in a law which repe 
ed the act of 1792. 


In 1807 the following act becam 


tbe law by the approval of Preside 
Jefferson:

state or terrtiory, when it is lawful f 
the president of the United States

By tbis act it will be. seen that th 


scope of the law of 1795 was estende 
so as to authorize the national govern 
ment to use not only the milit 
but the army and navy of the Unite 
States in causing the laws to be du] 
executed. The important provision o 
the acts of 1702,1795 arid 1807, mod 
fied in its terms, from time to time, 1 
adopt it to existing emergency, r 
tnained in force until, by an act ai 
proved by President.

The President Vetoes the Anti-Mili- 
tary Interference Bill. 


THE VETO MESSAGE. 


Washington, May 12.—The follow- 
^ing is the message of the president 
returning to the house of representa- 
tives the bill entitled "An act to pro 
iiibit military interference at elec- 
tions." 
To the House of Represeutatives: 


After a careful consideration of the 
bill entitled "an act to prohibit 
military interence at elections," I re- 
turn it to your house of representa- 
tives in which it originated with the 
follewing objections to its approval : 


In the communication sent to the 
liOuse on the 29th ult., returning with- 
out my approval the bill entitled "An 
act making appropriations for the sup- 
port of the army for the support of 
the army for the fiscal year ending 
June 30th, 1880, and foY other pur- 
poses," I endeavored to sliow by quo- 
tations from the statutes now in force 
and by a brief statement of facts in 
regard to recent elections in several 
states, that no additional legislation 
was necessary to prevent interference 
with elections by the military and 
naval forces of the United States. 
The fact was presented in that com- 
munication that at the time of the 
passage of the act of June 18th, 1878, 
in relation to the employment of the 
army as a joosse commifatus or other- 
wise, it was maintained by its friends 
that it would establish the vital and 
fundamental principle which would 
secure to the people protection against 
a standing army. The fact was also 
referred to that since the passage of 
this act congressional, state and mu- 
nicipal elections 
have 
been 
held 
throughout the union and that in no 
instance has complaint been made 
of the presence of United States t^ol- 
diiers at the polls. 
Holding as I do 
the opinion that any military inter- 
ference whatever at the polls is con- 
trary to the spirit of our constitution, 
and would tend to destroy the free- 
dom of elections, and sincerely desir- 
ing to concur with congress in all of 
its measures, it is with great regret 
that I am forced to the conclusion 
that the bill before me is not only un- 
necessary to prevent such interference, 
but is a dangerous departure from 
long settled and important constitu- 
tional principles. The true rule as 
to the employment of military force 
at elections' is not doubtful. No 
intimidation or coercion should be al- 
lowed to control or influence citizens 
in the exercise of their right to vote, 
whether it appears in the shape of a 
combination of evil disposed persons 
or of armed bodies of militia of a 
state or of the military force of the 
United States. The elections should 
be free from all forcible interference, 
and, as far as practicable, from all 
apprehensions of such interference. 
No soldiers, either of the union or of 
the state militia, should be present 
at the polls to take the place or to 
perform the duties of the ordinary 
civil police force. 
There has been 
and 
will 
be no 
violation 
of 
this 
rule 
under 
the 
orders 
from me during this administration, 
but there should be no denial of the 
right of the national government to 
employ its military force on any day, 
and at any time, in case such employ- 
ment is necessary to enforce the con- 
stitution and laws of the United States. 
The bill before me is as follows: 


[Here the bill is quoted in full as it 
has already been printed in the SEN- 
TINEL.] 


It will be observed that this bill ex- 
empts from the general prohibition 
against the employment of the mili- 
tary forces at the polls, ten specified 
cases. These exceptions recognize and 
concede the soundness of the principle 
that military force may prof^rly and 
constitutionally be used at places of 
elections where such use is necessary 
under the constitution and laws. But 
the excepted 
cases leave the pro- 
hibition 
w 
extensive 
and iur^ 


reaching that its adoption will serious- 
ly impaii* the efficiency of the exec- 
utive department of the government. 
The first act expressly authorizing the 
use of military power to execute the 
laws was passed almost as early as the 
organization of thé government under 
the constitution, and was approved by 
President Washington, May 2d, 1792. 
It is as follows : 


Sec. 2. And be it further enacted 
that when ever the laws of the United 
States shall be opposed, or the execu- 
tion thereof obstructed in any stale 
by combinations too powerful ttt be 
suppressed by the ordinary Course of 
judicial 
proceedings 
or by the 
power 
vested 
in 
marshals by 
this 
act» 
the 
same 
being 
certiiied to the president by an asso- 
ciate justice or a district judge, it 
shall be lawful for the president to 
call forth the military of such state 
to suppress such combinations and to 
cause the laws to be duly executed, 
and if the militia of a state where such 
combinations 
may happen 
shall 
refuse or be insufficient to (<uppresa 
the same it, it shall be lawful for the 
president, if the legislature be not in 
session, to employ such numbers of 
the militia of any other state, or 
states, most convenient thereto as may 
be necessary, and the use of militia so 
to 
be 
called 
forth 
Way be 
continued, if 
necessary, until the 
expiration of thirty days after the 
commencement of the ensuing session." 
In 1795 this provsion was substan- 


be regarded as hardly less valuable or 
less sacred than a provision of the 
constitution itself. There are many 
other 
important 
statutes 
con- 
taining 
provisions 
that 
are 
liable 
to 
be 
suspended 
or 
annulled at times and places of hold- 
ing elections if the bill before me 
should become a laW; I do not under^ 
take to furbish a list of them; 
Many 
of them—perhaps hadst of them—have 
been set forth in debates on the meas- 
ure. They relate to extradition, to 
crimes against 
election 
laws, to 
quarantine 
regulations, 
to the 
neutrality of Indian 
reservations, 
to 
civil 
rights 
of 
citizens, 
and to other subfects. 
In regard to 
them all it may be safely said tnat the 
meaning and effect of this bill is to 
take from the general government an 
important part of its power to enforce 
t h e laws. 


Another 
grave objection to the 
bill is its discrimination in favor 
of the state and against the national 
authority. The presence or employ- 
ment of the army or navy of the 
tlnited States is lawfiil under the 
terms of this bill at the place where 
an election is being held in a state 
to 
uphold 
the 
authority of a 
state government then and there in 
need of such military intervention, 
but unlawful to uphold the authority 
of the government of the United 
States tlien and there in need of such 
military intervention. Under this bill 
the presence and employment of the 


tialiy re-enacted in a law which repeal- army or navy of the United States 
ed the act of 1792. 


In 1807 the following act became 
the law by the approval of President 
Jefferson : 


That in all cases of insurrection or 
obstruction to the laws, either of the 
United States or of any individual 
state or terrtiory, when it is lawful for 
the president of the United States to 
call forth the militia for the purpose 
of suppressing such insurrection or 
of causing the laws to be duly exe- 
cuted, it shall be lawful for him to 
employ for the same purpose such part 
of the land or naval forces of the 
United States as shall be judged nec- 
essary, having first observed all the 
requisites of the ¡law in that respect." 


By this act it will be seen that the 
scope of the law of 1795 was extended 
so as to authorize the national govern- 
ment to use not only the militia 
but the army and navy of the United 
States in causing the laws to be duly 
executed. The important provision of 
the acts of 1702, 1795 and 1807, modi- 
fied in its terms, from time to time, to 
adopt it to existing emergency, re- 
mained in force until, by an act ap- 
proved by President Line In, July 
29th, 1861, it was re enacted substan- 
tially in the same language in which 
it is now found in the revised statues, 
viz sec. 5,298: 


" \Vhenever, by reason of unlawful 
obstruction, combinations or assem- 
blages of persons in rebellion against 
the authority of the government of 
the United States, it shall become im- 
practicable, in the judgment of the 
president, to enforce, by the ordinary 
course of judicial proceedings, the 
laws of the United States within any 
state or territory, it shall be lawful for 
the president to call forth the militia 
any or all states, and to employ 
such parts of the land and naval 
forces of the United States as he may 
deem necessary to enforce the faithful 
execution of the laws of the United 
States or to suppress such rebellion in 
whatever state or territory thereof the 
laws of the United States may be for- 
cibly opposed or the execution there- 
of forcibly obstructed." 


This ancient and fundamental law 
has been in force from the foundation 
the government. It is now pro- 
posed to abrogate it on certain days 
and at certain places. In my judg- 
ment no fact has been produced which 
tends to show that it ought to be re 
pealed or suspended for a single hour 
any place in any of the states or 
territories of the union. 
The teach- 
ings of experience in the course of 
history are and favor of sustain- 
ing 
its 
efficiency 
unimpaired. 
On every occasion when the suprem- 
acy of the constitution has been re- 
sisted and the perpetuity of our insti- 
tutions imperilled, the principles of 
the statute enacted by the fathers 
have enabled the government of the 
United States to maintain its author- 
ity, and to preserve the integrity of 
the nation. At the most critical 
;>eriod of our history my predecessors 
in the executive office have relied on 
this great principle. 
It was on 
this principle that President Wash- 
ington suppressed the whisky rebel- 
lion in Pennsylvania, in 1794. In 
1806, on the same principle. President 
JeiFerson broke up the Burrconspirrcy 
by issuing orders for the employment 
of such force, either of the regulars or 
of the militia, and by such proceed- 
ings of the civil authorities as might 
enable them to suppress eflfectually the 
further progress of the enterprise. 
It was under the same authority that 
President Jackson crushed the nullifi- 
cation in South Carolina and that 
i^resident Lincoln issued his call for 
trops to save the union in 1861. There 
are numerous other occasions, of less 
significance, under probably 
every 
administration and certainly under 
the present this power has been use- 
fully 
exercised 
to 
enforce the 
laws 
without 
objection by any 
party in the country and almost with- 
out attracting public attention. The 
great elementary constitutional prin- 
ple which was the foundation of the 
original statute of 1792, and which 
has been its essence in the various 
forms it has assumed since its first 
adoption, is that the government of 
the United States possesses under the 
constitution in full measureth^ power 
of self protection itsown agencies alto- 
gether independent of state authority, 
and if need be against the hostility of 
state governments, it should remain 
unimpaired as it has i)een from the 
origin of the government. It ibould 


would be lawful and might be neces- 
sary to maintain the conduct of state 
elections against domestic violence 
that would overthrow it but would 
be unlawful to maintain the conduct of 
a national election against the same 
local violence that would overthrow 
it. This discrimination has never 
been attempted in any previous legis- 
lation by congress, and is not compati- 
ble with sound principles. In the 
early legislation of 1792 and of 1795, 
by 
which 
the militia 
of the 
states 
was 
the 
only 
military 
power resorted to for the execution 
of constitutional powers in support of 
state or national authority, both func- 
tions of the government were put upon 
the same footing. By the act of 1807 
the employment of the army and navy 
was authorized for the performance of 
both 
constitutional 
duties in the 
same 
terms. 
In 
all 
later 
statutes on the same subject some 
measure of authority to the govern- 
ment has been accorded for the per- 
formance of its duties. No precedent 
has been found in any previous legis- 
lation, and no sufficient reasons have 
been given for the discrimination in 
favor of the state 
and 
against 
the national authority which this 
bill contains. 
Under the sweeping 
terms of this bill the national govern- 
ment is effectually shut out from the 
exercise of the« right and from tic 
discharge of an imperative duty to use 
the whole executive power whenever 
and 
wherever 
requiried 
for 
the 
enforcement 
of 
its 
laws. 
At places and timos where and when 
its elections are held, the employment 
of its organized armed forces for any 
such purpose would be an offense 
against the law unless called for by, 
and therefore upon 
permission of 
the authorities of the State in which 
the occasion arises. 
What is this but 
the substitution of the discretion of 
the state governments for the discre- 
tion of the government of the United 
States as to the performance of its 
own duties? In my judgment this is 
an abandoment /iof its obligations by 
the national government, a subordina- 
tion of the national authority and an 
intrusion of state supervision over na- 
tional duties which amounts in spirit 
and tendency to state supremacy. Al- 
though I believe that the existing 
statutes are abundantly adequate to 
completely prevent military interfer- 
ence with the elections in the sense in 
which the phrase is used in the title 
of this bill, and is employed by 
the 
})eople 
of 
this 
country, I 
shall find no difficulty in concurring 
in any additionnl legislation limited 
to that object which does not interfere 
with the indispensible exercise of the 
powers of the government and the 
constitution and laws.

THAT "BLOODY KYSTBfiY." 


Tbe Fullest Aeeonnt Yet Given of 


Jos. Ebrlght'a Sadden and"M;r»te- 
rlotu" Disappearance—A Masonic 
JLvdge in Hournlns;.

Last Tuesday the telegraph wires 


flashed over the country the announce- 
ment of a supposed bloody murder at 
Defiance. A dark and apparently im- 
penetrable mystery surrounded the 
affair. Monday night about 9 o'clock 
Joseph Ebright, an old and well known 
citizen, a member of the Masonic or- 
derin good standing, and the head of 
a family consisting of a wife and 
three children, came to the Wabash 
depot and got his valise, where he had 
previously, left it.

cousin of the missing man, arrived at 
Defiance. He found the affair still 
shrouded in a mystery as deep as ever, 
and not the slightest cue could be ob- 
tained as to who the murderers were 
or the whereabouts of the money. It 
was known that Mr. Ebright had about 
£100 in money when he disappeared, 
ind the empty pocket-book revealed 
the motive of the murderers.

Mrs. Ebright. A new suit of clothes 
which he had recently purchased was 
missing, but there is nothing strange 
about that as it was expected that he 
would have them on when he disap- 
peared.

What use did a 
corpse have, and more particularly one 
with ita head all battered to pieces, 
tor a new cap and an old and new suit 
of clothes to wear while looking for 
Borne place to be decently interred? 
The next startling fact developed was 
that the missing man had, previous to 
his disappearance, gone to the Defiance 
Republican office and had some cards 
printed—for his brother-in-law, he 
said.

Ebnght visited a butcher shop on the 
outskirts of the city and purchased a 
whole bucket full of beef blood which 
was taken from an animal just slaugh- 
tered, saying that his wife wished-to 
make a blood pudding, and hence the 
profnseness with which the earth and 
all the surroundings had been drench- 
ed with gore. 


But little more need be told. What 


object could a man have in wishing it 
known that he was dead, when he 
was really living? 
Ebright held an 


insurance policy on his life for $1,500. 
He was desirous of skipping out and 
did not wish to leave his wife and 
children unprovided for. 
Before his 


disappearance he paid all of his debts 
and a month's rent in advance. There 
was nothing mean about this corpse. 
When Ebright left Defiance it is sup 
pposed that he went to Fort Wayne 
and returned on the same train with 
his

the 
next 
morning, 


while the 
whole 
town 
of Defi- 


ance was excited over his murder. 
Mrs. Ebright is nowconfident that the 
stranger who sat in the back of the 
car and fondled the child was her hus- 
band, so completel^Jfiisguised that she 
failed to recognize him, though the 
child recognized its father and was 
loth to leave him at the depot. 


Yesterday morning, Mr. Graham, of 


Fort Wayne, was in the city, having 
just concluded his search after his late 
lamented cousin. He don't lament 
him now as much as he did. Mean- 
time Tu-en-da-wie Lodge F. & A. M. 
mourns and will not be comforted. It 
may. however, be some source of grat- 
ification to the brothers to know that 
they will not be called upon to pay 
the $100 reward for the arrest of the 
murderer.

The Indians 
have become quite civilised, are being 
educated and learning the arts of 
husbandry, and are peaceable and law- 
abiding in every respect. 
The rail- 
roads which have extended their lineg 
tbroagh the territory want^it opened 


up to settlement, and are urgiog for- 
ward this emigration movement, but 
we 
fre 
glad 
to 
observe 
that 
the interior and war department« are 
opposing it and taking measures to 
stop it at ail hazards. So long as there 
are millions of acres of good lands 
awaiting settlement in Missouri, Kan- 
sas, Nebraska, Colorado, Texas and 
other western states and territories 
there is not the slightest necessity for 
encroaching upon the lands in the 
Indian Territory.

To the Editor of the Sentinel: 


You should not assume that because 
100 freeholders of the city have peti- 
tioned the common council, that there- 
fore an election must be held to take 
the sense of the voters on the water 
works question. The law will not 
admit of any such interpretation. 
It 
is, as I think, only after the common 
council shall have by ordinance de- 
cided to construct water works that 
such a petition is admissible. 
When 
such an ordinance shall have passed 
the common council, then, if such a 
petition is presented, the council shall 
order an election. If the presentcom- 
mon council shall decide not to build 
water works at this time, that is an 
end to the matter. The petition con- 
templated by the law is intcudcd to 
prevent hasty and inconsiderate action 
on the part of the common council. It 
points out a brake, as it were, against 
the creation of additional indebted- 
ness. 


An orfYnance to erect water works 
must pass the common council be/ore 
the petition of freeholders contem- 
plated by the new water works act 
shall control the action of the council 
in ordering an election. 
They must 
first act. They alone determine the 
question.

THAT "BLOODY MYSTEBY."

Last Tuesday the telegraph wires 
flashed over the country the announce- 
ment of a supposed bloody murder at 
Defiance. A aark and apparently im- 
penetrable mystery surrounded the 
affair. Monday night about 9 o'clock 
Joseph Ebright, an old and well known 
citizen, a meml^r of the Masonic or- 
der in ^ood standing, and the head of 
a family consisting of a wife and 
three children, came to the Wabash 
depot and got his valise, where he had 
previously.left it. 
That was the last 
seen of him in Defiance. 
The next 
morning behind a deserted building 
in an out of the way place, just such 
a spot as the assassin would choose for 
his 
bloody work, the 
hat 
and 
empty pocket book of the miss- 
ing man were found. On every hand 
were the evidences of a desperate 
struggle, and the ground was fairly 
drenched with gore. There was a fear- 
ful gash across the crown of the hat, 
and not far off was a sharp edged 
heavy bar of iron, which was supposed 
to have been driven into the brain of 
the missing man. No trace, however, 
could be discovered of the body, and 
it was supposed that the bloody corpse 
had been carefully concealed in some 
out of the way place or thrown into 
the river. Excitement ran high; in- 
deed, it is probable that no other sim- 
ilar affair in the history of Defiance 
has aroused such general feeling. The 
bloody mystery, which no one can ex- 
plain, was the all absorbing topic. The 
Masonic fraternity promptly met and 
jublished far and near the following 
land-bill:

Deep and sorrowful was the mourn- 
ing of Tu-en-da-wie lodge over the 
lost brother, but Tu-en-da-wie mourns 
no longer—not in that way at least. 
The river was dragged: the country 
round about was scoured in every di- 
rection, and every mysterious and 
dark and hidden nook and corner ex- 
amined, but no trace could be found 
of the bloody remains of the once lov- 
ed but lost brother. 
As the mystery 
grew, indignation against the bloody 
villians who had enacted the terrible 
tragedy increased, and threats of lynch- 
ing every suspicious person in or 
about Defiance were heard, and it is 
not improbable that violence would 
have been offered some of the poor 
devils who were so unfortunate as not 
to possess characters, had they not 
made themselves 
exceeding scarce 
about that time. 


Some days previous to his supposed 
murder the wife and children of the 
missing man had gone on a' visit to a 
cousin of his at Fort Wayne, Mr. Jas. 
E. Graham, of the firm of Graham & 
Gotshall, attorneys at law. It had 
been previously arranged that Mr. 
Ebright would join his family there 
last Monday night, but a telegram was 
roooivcd f r o m h i m caying fhof hp h a d 
missed the afternoon train, but would 
come next morning. The next morn- 
ing Mrs. Ebright was paralyzed by an- 
other telegram breaking to her the 
terrible news of the supposed bloody 
murder of her husband. The grief- 
stricken wife hastened home. On the 
train a strange thing happened, not 
much noticed then by the mother, 
who was too much taken up with her 
grief, 
but 
since 
other 
circum- 
stances have 
come 
to light, 
it 
reveals a peculiar fact. In the rear of 
the same car was a stranger with a pe- 
culiar heavy black beard and a plug 
hat. The smallest child, a toddling 
baby, went to this stranger, who took 
it up and caressed it, and fondled it 
all the way to Defiance. At Defiance, 
when L'Irs. Ebright left the train, the 
child clung to him and refused to leave 
him. Mrs. Ebright stopped at the 
depot, but the stranger continued his 
journey. 


The next day Mr. J. E. Graham, the 
cousin of the missing man, arrived at 
Defiance. He found the affair still 
shrouded in a mystery as deep as ever, 
and not the slightest cuc could be ob- 
tained as to who the murderers were 
or the whereabouts of the money. 
It 
was known that Mr. Ebright had about 
$100 in money when he disappeared, 
and the empty pocket-book revealed 
the motive of the murderers. 


The mournful duty of laying away 
her husband's wardrobe devolved u^n 
Mrs. Ebright. A new suit of clothes 
which he had recently purchased was 
missing, but there is nothing strange 
about that as it was expected that he 
would have them on when he disap- 
peared. The old suit was also gone. 
Why should they have disappeared? 
That was unaccountable. 
Then it 
was discovered that a complete detec- 
tive's outfit, consisting of false beard, 
false hair and other articles necessary 
for a complete disguise, which her 
husband had used in former years 
when he was a detective, had also dis- 
appeared. This fact was still more 
unaccountable. 
Light was break- 
ing on the mind of 
Mr. Gra- 
ham, the 
shrewd 
attorney! 
It 
was next discovered that Ebright 
on the day of his disappearance had 
purchased a cap. His bloody hat 
was found where he was supposed to 
have been murdered. What use did a 
corpse have, and more particularly one 
with its head all battered to pieces, 
for a new cap and an old and new suit 
of clothes to wear while looking for 
some place to be decently interred? 
The next startling fact developed was 
that the missing man had, previous to 
his disappearance, gone to the Defiance 
Republican of&ce and had some cards 
printed—for his brother-in-law, he 
said. The full name of the missing 
man is Joseph Henry Ebright, and he 
is by trade a machinist and steam and 
gas fitter. He ordered 
the cards 


printed as follows: 


"Joseph Henry, Machinist, Steam and 
Gas Fitter, Omaha, Nebraska." 


Evidently the bloody corpse, in a 
detective's disguise, with its new cap 
to hide the ghastly wounds jn its head, 
had gone to Omaha and set up in bue- 
ineM. 


But whence came all the gpre with 
which the ground was saturated where 
the fearful life and death strunle had 
taken place? A later deve^ment 
throws 8(Hne light on this dark m ^ 
tery. On the ^turday previous to hi® 
disappearance it was found 
that 
Ebnght visited a butcher shop on the 
outskirts of the city and purchased a 
whole bucket full of beef blood which 
was taken from an animal just slaugh- 
tered, saying that his wife wished to 
make a blood pudding, and hence the 
profnsenese with which the earth and 
all the surroundings had been drench- 
ed with gore. 


But little more need be told. What 
object could a man have in wishing it 
known that he was dead, when he 
was really living? 
Ebright held an 
insurance policy on his life for $1,500. 
He was desirous of skipping out and 
did not wish to leave his wife and 
children unprovided for. 
Before his 
disappearance he paid all of his debts 
and a month's rent in advance. There 
was nothing mean about thif» corpse. 
When Ebright left Defiance it is sup 
pposed that he went to Fort Wayne 
and returned on the same train with 
his 
• wife 
the 
next 
morning, 
while the whole 
town of Defi- 
ance was excited over his murder. 
Mrs. Ebright is now confident that the 
stranger who sat in the back of the 
car and fondled the child was her hus- 
band, so completei^isguised that she 
failed to recognize him, though the 
child recognized its father and was 
loth to leave him at the depot. 


Yesterday morning, Mr. Graham, of 
Fort Wayne, was in the city, having 
just concluded his search after his late 
lamented cousin. He don't lament 
him now as much as he did. Mean- 
time Tu-en-da-wie Lodge F. & A. M. 
mourns and will not be comforted. It 
may, however, be some source of grat- 
ification to the brothers to know that 
they will not be called upon to pay 
the $100 reward for the arrest of the 
murderer.

amount of general produce, buggies 
and carriage material. Twelve empty 
cars on the O. A M. track, twenty- 
five cars laden with hay and agricul- 
tural implements, and thirty cars of 
coal were also burned. The value of 
the property in Oamithers A Co.*8 
warehouse was between $40JK)0 and 
$50,000. Total loss, neariy $1,000,000. 
A large amount of property was in 
transit, and insured. Seven box care 
belonging to the Chicago and Alton 
Railroad Company also burned.
